nished by one of the employes who is 
somewhat inclined to make computa- 
ions.

ie same space. At the department 
1,000,000 of tiese dollars are estimated 
at 30 tons, and' the contents of all the 
vaults, if represented by silver dollars, 
•rattingtieamount at 767,000,000, would 
weigh : 23,010 tons. This, ;:,loadedi into 
ordinary freight cars witi a carrying 
capacity of 20 tons, would1 require for 
transportation a. train- of 1,150 cars, 
that would stretei along for a dis- 
tance of a little more tian seven, miles.

JOHN SUNDERLAND. 


J.-OB BRYAN AND S1LVJSB 


Tne 
Tuscarora 
Times-Review 
has 


placsd the name of William Jennings 
Bryan, of Nebraska, for President of 
the United States in 1900, at the head 
of its columns. 


The Times-Renew proclaims him "the 


American Moses who is destined to 
lead bis country-men out of the pluto- 
cratic wilderness in which they have 
been wandering for lo, these many 
years." 


After giving its reasons for believing 


that Bryan will be chosen and inaugu- 
rated at the beginning of the new cent- 
ury to guide the Ship of State, the 
Times-Review continues as follows: "At 
all events, we nail onr colors to the 
mast, there to lemam through sunshine 
and storm through the perils of a plut- 
ociatio administration and until that
